The 
30 users ol American FalU water an- 
nually have been using 315^ ot the 
mora Uian *00.000 acre Teet Jn the 
reservoir. The balance Is to bo used 
for IrrlgaUon ot new land near 
Rupert and Pocatella.) 

3. Under the point' In tho five- 
point agreement that users limit 
and regulate the use ot winter wa- 
ter, the North Eldo company wUl 
bo required to limit Its use to 11!,- 
000 acre feet only In those yean, 
or parta ot years, when water tr not 
spilllnf over Mllner dam. Ttie ca- 
nal company wishes to reserve the 
right lo mato winter diversions as 
usual whecBver water Is spUllng

- LOB ANaKLES. Jan. 8 OJJ? - A 
veteran Judge chaised today that 
narcotlci are aold in Los Angeles 
like speakeasy cocktails. 

Judge Arthur Guertn. loog a 
ber of the municipal bench, aald 
use ct drugs was so widespread It 
was almost as easy to get narcotics 
as It was to get a drink during pro- 
hibition. 

"During prohibition, a genUemin 
was accustomed to cacort his lady 
friend Into a speakeasy for a spot 
of liquor," the Judge told the 
Lawyers' dub yeattrdoy. 

"Today he takes her to a speak, 
easy lor a ahot of heroin. She rolls 
up her sleeve and gets a ihot In the 
arm— tor a dollar." 

He sakl the use ot marlluana ctg. 
arttle* was even more common. 

'In some scctlona ol the cUy, 
about as many people smoke mari- 
juana cigarettes as amoka ordinary 
cigarettes," he said. 

"Practically evety boolhlaek 
hot dog stand Irotn First 
Alameda itrceU to the towi 
Wotis sells marijuana. One hundred 
addicts were picked up within CO 
days In the sliadow ot ttie hall ol 
Justice." 

Querln added ttiat "respectable- 
people also were buj-lng lots of drugs. 
He said some of them had* com- 
plained to him that tlio penalty for 
powtislon ought to be reduced from, 
a felony to a misdemeanor. 

Tlie Judge blamed the situation _ .. 
leniency of the courta. He aald the 
lawi on narcotics were "realistic" 
and police were doing a, good Job ol 
inforclng them.

LIMITED JUSTICE 

Seth W. Rlchardaon has outlined the oper- 
ations of the Loyalty Review Board, which 
ho heads, with a rnmltness that la rclrcah- 
ing and, at first, surprising. He gives a dc* 
tailed explanation of the board'^ methods, 
which he and his associates hare worked ouL 
Then he seriously questions the Justice of 
some of those methods. 

The obvious question Is why he has adopted 
the procedures that he questions. But a 
closer look reveals a probable answer be- 
tween the lines of Mr. Richardson's polite 
and careful writing. 

The board has called pn the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation for help In checking 
on government employes' records. The choice 
Is logical. The FBI Is a large, capable organi- 
zation whose work through the years has, as 
Mr. Richardson rightly points out. "met with 
the general approval of the country at large." 

It Is evident, from the board chairman's 
statement, that the FBI must have taken 
the Job on the condition that Its sources of 
information would not be revealed. To meet 
this requirement the board has had to deny 
Bome basic fights to those under investi- 
gation. 

Mr. Richardson says the board made these 
decisions after "most careful consideration.** 
The reasons that decided the members were 
that absolute secrecy was necessary^for com- 
petent Investigation, and that the govern- 
ment bad the same right as private employ- 
ers to discharge an employe for reasons which 
seem sufficient to them, and without hear- 
ing. 

That reasoning Is a little Inconsistent The 
FBI has InvestlBatcd many persons who were 
brought to trial and given the usual rights 
of B defendant In spite of this the bureau 
ha^ continued to function and doesn't seem 
to have lost all its source of confidential in- 
Xonnatlon. ' 

I^alty hearings may not be trials, Jiut, if 
they result in dismissal, the discharged em- 
ploye bears b deep stigma. If the employe 
Is actually disloyal, ona wonders whether the 
stigma Is enough punishment . But in the 
case of one who was wrongfiiUy Judged dis- 
loyal, the blot on his record would seriously 
Impair his chances of earning b living. 

It might be pointed out that all private 
employers do not have the right to discharge 
porkers at will, as Mr. Rlphordson ImpUcsl 
Millions of worlcers are protected by union 
contracts from Just such firing. 

There Is Is no question about disloyal gov- 
ernment employes being- dangerous. Yet that 
Is no reason to deny them, and millions of 
loyal government workers, full legal rights. 

We think there Is little danger fot the 
loyal millions under.the present setup. Thus 
far, Mr. Richardson and his associates have 
given every reason to believe that they will 
tatt great pains to see that justice Is done. 
And we don't think that the FBI la going to 
embark on a witch hunt 

But these loyalty tests will be a continuing 
thing. Personnel will change in the review 
boards and in the FBI. The present proced- 
ure, unless changed, will still apply. The 
question is whether the practice of secret 
trials and limited rights for the accused are 
B safe weapon to entrust to anybody who 
happens to come along in the future.

They 
fabricated bj ilmply transferring the weight of the body from one lU

I^)r Instance, when you are can- 
ing down' a slope In your corrtct 
tnovplow 'poslUon, and you f^' 
llko turning to the left, the major 
portion of Ihe weight la gradually 
transferred onU> the right ski.
